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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  1972,  Richard  P.  Gallagher 
was  elected  to  a  three  year  term  and  the  Board  organized  as  follows: 
Bernard  H.  Connor,  Chairman;  Richard  P.  Gallagher,  Clerk;  and, 
Raymond  P.  David,  third  member. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  February  it  was  voted  to  accept 
Chapter  40,  Section  6H  which  allowed  the  town  to  make  repairs  on 
private  ways  and  the  sum  of  $2500  was  appropriated  for  this  work. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  annual  town  meeting  was  the  giving,  by 
the  Town,  the  old  “Landing  School”  located  on  Lancaster  Court,  to  the 
Merrimac  Centennial  Committee  for  use  in  the  1976  Centennial 
celebration.  The  building  was  moved  to  the  site  of  the  Sawyer  House, 
by  the  committee,  and  we  wish  to  congratulate  this  committee  for  their 
efforts. 

It  was  also  voted  to  purchase  the  “Brox”  building  for  municipal  use 
and  the  sale  was  accomplished  in  November,  1972.  The  highway 
department  equipment  has  been  moved  from  the  old  location  on 
Lancaster  Court  to  the  “Brox”  building. 

A  special  town  meeting  on  June  20  was  cancelled  due  to  lack  of  a 
quorum.  On  November  14  another  special  town  meeting  was  called  and 
a  quorum  attended.  Five  articles  were  acted  upon,  notably,  the  town 
voted  to  re-enter  the  Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  District  by  a  vote  of  130  Yes  -  10  No. 

On  December  1,  1972,  Officer-in-Charge,  Arthur  D.  Evans  resigned 
from  the  police  department  and  on  December  12,  1972,  Donald  J. 
Montigny  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  department  from  a  Civil  Service 
list  of  eligible  applicants. 

In  February,  the  town  filed  for  Federal  and  State  grants  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewage  treatment  plant  and  sewer  interceptors. 
During  the  year  the  Board  met  with  various  Federal  and  State  agencies 
and  officials  and  the  final  communication  of  the  year  was  received  from 
the  department  of  Housing  &  Urban  Development  which  said  that  the 
town  of  Merrimac  was  denied  federal  grants  for  lateral  sewers  because 
the  Central  Merrimack  Valley  Regional  Planning  District  had  not 
completed  a  River  Basin  Plan  study  and  this  precludes  any  action  taken 
on  our  applications  of  February,  1972. 

In  October,  Richard  P.  Gallagher  resigned  from  the  Board  because  of 
increasing  pressures  on  his  time  from  his  employment. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed  officials  and  the  citizens 
of  the  town  for  the  cooperation  we  have  received  throughout  the  past 
year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

Trustees  of  Merrimac  Public  Library  submit  the  annual  report  for 
1972,  their  ninety-sixth  report. 

Library  use  continued  to  increase  during  1972,  showing  a  12.6%  rise 
in  circulation  over  1971.  24,656  volumes  were  circulated,  324  new 
borrowers  were  registered,  and  1,268  new  titles  were  added  to  the 
circulating  collection. 

The  library’s  holding  were  augmented  by  the  loan  of  1,709  titles  of 
popular  interest  borrowed  from  the  state  bookmobile  during  its  ten 
visits  to  Merrimac  during  the  year.  Individual  requests  for  information 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  library’s  collection  were  fulfilled  by  the 
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delivery  of  238  books  through  the  daily  book  truck  service  inaugurated 
this  year  by  the  Eastern  Regional  Library  System  interlibrary  loan 
service. 

Trustees  continued  the  program  of  renovations  and  improvements  to 
the  library  building  and  grounds,  with  the  installation  of  a  paved 
off-street  parking  area,  new  rear  access  to  the  basement,  replacement  of 
sanitary  facilities  and  extensive  renovation  of  the  basement  area.  When 
completed  early  in  1973,  this  new  area  will  provide  a  separate  children’s 
room  and  a  multi-purpose  meeting  room  for  all  age  groups,  and  will 
conform  to  state  standards  for  public  use. 

The  library  is  gratified  by  the  response  of  Merrimac  residents  to  the 
expansion  of  services,  and  wishes  to  express  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
have  helped  with  donations,  exhibits  and  programs.  The  Friends  of  the 
Library  have  held  food  sales,  assisted  in  children’s  activities,  and  are 
presently  engaged  in  raising  funds  to  help  purchase  equipment  for  the 
new  children’s  room.  Forty-two  individual  donors  have  donated  245 
usable  books  to  the  library,  and  twelve  exhibits  have  been  loaned  for 
display. 

The  children’s  summer  library  program  was  held  with  the  aid  of  two 
young  Merrimac  residents  assigned  to  the  library  through  federal 
programs.  A  crafts  and  games  program  was  offered  during  a  six-week 
period,  ending  with  a  library  sponsored  hobby  show  and  party  attended 
by  more  than  sixty  children.

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REPORT  OF  CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Merrimac  Centennial  Commission  has  worked  diligently 
throughout  the  year  and  wishes  to  take  this  occasion  to  report  the 
progress  of  activities  planned  to  celebrate,  in  1976,  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  town. 

The  first  item  to  be  mentioned  is  the  appointment  to  the 
Commission  of  Mr.  Harold  M.  Waterhouse,  Sr.  His  long  experience  with 
the  town  and  his  direct  relation  to  many  of  its  early  forebears  along 
with  his  willingness  to  work  hard  are  a  valuable  asset  to  the  operations 
of  this  group. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Commission’s  time  over  this  past  year  has 
been  devoted  to  the  relocation  and  restoration  of  the  1857  Landing 
School  (District  No.  12).  Upon  the  approval  of  the  townspeople  at  the 
last  annual  town  meeting,  the  school  house  was  moved,  in  the  month  of 
July,  from  Lancaster  Court  to  its  present  site  at  the  Town  Improvement 
Society  grounds.  At  its  new  site,  the  building  has  been  fitted  with  a 
newly  shingled  roof  (wood  shingles),  replaced  clapboards,  new 
chimney,  and  rests  on  a  fieldstone  foundation.  By  the  spring  of  1973 
the  interior  of  the  building  will  be  completed. 

Throughout  our  endeavors  with  the  Landing  School,  our  purpose  has 
been  to  maintain  not  only  a  portion  of  Merrimac’s  educational  past,  but 
to  preserve  a  part  of  America’s  greater  history  as  well.  Day  by  day,  such 
quaint  and  not  so  quaint  reminders  of  days  gone  by  are  lost  to  posterity 
by  the  dictates  of  a  so-called  progress.  While  it  is  true  that  we  cannot,  in 
these  modern  times,  afford  to  live  in  the  past,  it  is  also  true  that  those 
who  disregard  where  they  have  been  will  walk  an  aimless  path  into  the 
future. 

Progress  on  the  other  events  mentioned  in  the  1972  Town  Report 
has  been  steady.  Committees  have  been  created  and  chairmen  identified 
for  some  of  the  various  projects.  Particular  advancement  has  been  made 
with  the  commemorative  coin,  the  town  history,  and  centennial  parade. 

Early  in  December,  a  presentation  of  old  photographs  of  Merrimac 
was  offered  to  the  public  in  the  lower  parish  hall  of  the  Congregational 
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Church.  Several  persons  brought  to  the  meeting  their  own  pictures  of 
Merrimac  and  many  of  these  will  appear  in  the  Pictorial  History  of 
Merrimac  which  is  being  compiled  by  Dr.  Frederick  N.  Sweetsir. 

A  plan  is  being  formulated,  and  the  townspeople’s  support  being 
sought,  for  the  Town  Hall  auditorium  to  be  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Centennial  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a 
museum  of  local  history.  Restoration  of  the  Town  Hall  would  be  a  first 
step  of  such  a  plan.  Secondly,  it  would  exhibit  items  of  local  history 
such  as  some  very  rare  and  valuable  early  agricultural  tools,  mementos 
aiid  tools  of  Merrimac’s  famous  carriage  industry  and  her  later 
automobile  body  industry,  not  to  mention  other  items  of  local  interest. 

It  seems  appropriate  at  this  time  to  point  out  to  the  citizens  of 
Merrimac  that  their  Town  Hall,  or  more  correctly  Sargent  Hall,  is  a 
prime  example  of  American  Gothic  architecture  and  goes  hand-in-hand 
with  what  was  deemed  fashionable  in  the  Gilded  Age.  Indeed,  the 
building  was  not  designed  by  Bulfinch  or  Mclntire;  however,  there  will 
be  a  day  in  the  not  too  distant  future  when  people  will  travel  miles  to 
see  such  a  good  example  of  this  style  of  architecture.  With  its  dressings 
of  dark  brown  Nova  Scotia  sandstone,  Flemish  ornamental  brick  work, 
Minturn  pottery  colored  tiles,  and  embellishments  of  cast  iron,  the 
building  stands  out  as  a  monument  of  its  age. 

Even  though  Merrimac  has  outgrown  the  usefulness  of  this 
auditorium  for  the  purposes  of  town  meeting,  should  we  allow  the 
building  to  fall  down  through  lack  of  interest  and  public  apathy?  If 
there  be  any  symbol  which  the  new  town  of  Merrimac  rallied  around  in 
1876  it  was  their  new  and  fine  town  hall  which  cost  $25,000,  a  large 
sum  in  those  days  for  a  municipal  building.  It  was  donated  to  the 
people  of  Merrimac  by  William  P.  Sargent,  Esq.  The  Centennial 
Commission  implores  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  to  rally  around  this  fine 
public  building  once  again  as  a  focal  point  of  the  celebration  of  our 
100th  birthday.  Certainly  there  could  be  no  better  symbol  of  our  living 
past. 

Let  us  not  have  the  plea  made  by  the  citizens  in  their  Annual  Report 
of  1877,  the  town’s  first,  fall  on  deaf  ears: 

“Thanks  to  the  liberality  of  our  former  fellow-townsman,  William  P. 

Sargent,  Esq.,  we  are  today  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  possession  of  a 

beautiful  and  commodious  building,  which  for  the  purposes  of  a 
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Town  Hall  and  Public  Library,  will  be  ample  for  our  need  for  many 
years  to  come.  Let  us  hope  that  it  may  long  be  preserved,  that  in 
future  years  our  children’s  children  may  point  to  it  with  pride  as  the 
noble  gift  of  one  of  our  noble  sons.” 

The  Commission  wishes  to  take  the  opportunity  of  this  report  to 
publicly  thank  the  members  of  the  Merri  Players  group  for  their  hard 
work  and  civic-mindedness  in  presenting  the  play  “More  Than  Meets 
the  Eye”  early  in  December.  The  proceeds  of  the  event  went  to  this 
Commission  for  the  purposes  of  the  Centennial  Celebration,  and  we  are 
indebted  to  the  players’  group  for  their  generosity. 

At  this  time,  also,  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  those 
who  gave  of  their  time  and  effort  in  the  restoration  and  painting  of  the 
Landing  School.

The  Authority  wishes  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  for  their  excellent 
cooperation,  and  also  the  voters  of  Merrimac  for  donating  the  land.  We 
also  wish  to  thank  Representative  Albert  Elwell  for  filing  a  bill  in 
legislature  to  remove  restrictions  on  the  proposed  site.  We  cordially 
invite  all  citizens  of  Merrimac  to  visit  the  site  during  construction  of 
these  facilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  Charles  H.  Miller,  P.E.  of  Haley  and  Ward,  Inc.  reports  on  well 
field  air  leakage  and  the  feasibility  of  a  gravel  pack  well  and  this  work 
awarded  to  Layne-New  England  Co. 

The  Layne-New  England  Company  have  completed  their  work  as  far 
as  practicable  in  the  elimination  of  air  leakage  in  the  suction  of  the  East 
Main  Street  Well  Field.  The  work  consisted  primarily  of  washing  and 
redeveloping  the  existing  tubular  wells  and  the  replacement  of  eleven 
inoperative  gate  valves.  One  major  source  of  air  leakage  was  located  at 
the  connection  of  the  lateral  from  a  well  to  the  main  suction  header. 
Most  of  the  air  leakage  however  appeared  to  be  from  excessive 
drawdown  being  required  to  meet  daily  demands. 

At  present,  there  are  forty-two  producing  wells  in  the  system,  the 
remaining  wells  having  been  previously  pulled  or  not  connected  because 
of  low  production.  A  major  improvement  is  noted  in  the  operation  of 
the  vacuum  pumps.  Prior  to  the  work,  the  5  HP  vacuum  pump  operated 
on  a  nearly  continuous  basis,  this  has  been  reduced  to  operating  about 
18.2%  of  the  time  while  maintaining  a  12  in.  (Hg)  vacuum.  The 
Layne-New  England  Co.,  has  recommended  and  we  concur,  that  this 
well  field  not  be  pumped  in  excess  of  a  12-inch  vacuum  and  that  this 
condition  be  maintained  by  controlling  the  discharge  valve  on  the 
pumps.  This  will  result  in  longer  operating  hours  during  dry  periods 
when  the  demand  is  high  and  the  water  table  is  low.  We  do  not  feel  that 
additional  expenditures  of  money  are  justified  in  further  investigation 
of  leakage  in  main  suction  piping  in  light  of  leakage  which  remains  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  much  improvement  could  be  made. 

The  venturi  meter  was  removed,  cleaned,  and  replaced  by  water 
department  personnel  under  supervision  of  the  B.I.F.  representative 
who  also  cleaned  and  calibrated  the  existing  recorder. 

With  regard  to  the  test  well  work  at  the  East  Main  Street  wellfield, 
additional  information  obtained  when  the  test  pumping  was  stopped 
indicated  that  a  gravel  wall  well  at  that  location  might  produce  at  the 
rate  of  400  gallons  per  minute  but  this  would  have  to  be  confirmed  by 
a  pump  test  at  this  higher  rate  using  a  cluster  of  2lA"  test  wells.  We  feel 
that,  although  this  is  a  possibility  of  improving  the  quality  of  water 
being  obtained  from  this  area,  the  general  lowering  of  the  water  table 
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during  the  extended  period  of  continuous  pumping  while  the  standpipe 
was  being  painted  and  the  effect  of  well  field  pumping  indicates  to  us 
that  the  capacity  of  the  aquafer  at  this  site  is  limited  and  in  our 
opinion,  the  total  anticipated  yield  of  this  site  has  now  been  developed 
and  that  additional  wells  in  this  area  would  serve  only  to  allow  higher 
rates  of  pumping  for  short  periods  of  time  to  meet  peak  demand  rates 
and  provide  standby  pumping  equipment  to  meet  emergencies.  In 
addition,  it  is  also  our  opinion,  based  on  the  results  of  the  pump  tests, 
that  water  from  a  single  source  of  supply  developed  to  400  gallons  per 
minute  at  the  test  location  would  tend  to  deteriorate  in  quality  as  a 
flow  pattern  was  established  which  intercepted  water  from  the  high 
iron  areas  of  the  well  field. 

Merrimac  Water  Department  cannot  plan  on  any  major 
improvements  on  the  quality  of  water  or  ample  water  pressure 
throughout  the  town  until  the  Town  decides  to  develop  a  new  water 
supply  at  Sargent’s  gravel  pit  and  erect  a  million  gallon  standpipe  to  be 
tied  into  our  present  system. 

Water  is  a  necessary  way  of  life  for  all  of  us.  The  water  supplies  that 
were  sufficient  several  years  ago  are  no  longer  adequate  for  population 
increases  and  industrial  expansions  of  today.  Although  we  cannot 
control  forces  of  nature,  we  can  do  our  part  by  developing  a  new  water 
supply  at  Sargent’s  Gravel  Pit,  Bear  Hill  Road  and  erecting  a  million 
gallon  standpipe.  Not  until  then,  can  Merrimac  Water  Department  plan 
on  any  major  improvements  on  quality  of  water  and  ample  pressure 
throughout  the  town.

New  valuation  netted  an  increase  of  $256,045  over  the  previous  year. 
The  tax  rate  netted  a  decrease  of  $8.50  over  the  preceding  year  due  to 
increased  cherry  sheet  and  town  receipts,  as  well  as  the  valuation 
increase  raised  by  the  assessors  from  building  permits. 

An  Act,  providing  a  tax  exemption  for  certain  qualifying  elderly 
persons,  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1964  with  amendments,  allows  an 
exemption  of  $350.  in  taxes  or  $4,000.  in  valuation  whichever  is 
greater.  Under  this  Act,  82  were  exempt  for  a  total  of  $27,666.68  on  a 
valuation  of  $477,012.26. 

The  Veteran  exemption  was  amended  in  1971  to  allow  under 
General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5,  Clause  22  a  flat  exemption  of  $175.  A 
total  of  51  were  exempt  for  a  total  valuation  of  $153,879.75  and 
$8,925.00  in  taxes. 

Widows  exemptions  allowed  under  General  Laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  17  and  18  were  also  allowed  an  exemption  of  $175.  A  total  of  6 
for  a  total  of  $873.  taxes  on  a  valuation  of  $15,051.75,  were  allowed 
exemptions. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  attended  monthly  Essex  County  meetings, 
the  Lynnfield  Town  Finance  Meeting  for  the  Fiscal  Budgets  and 
attended  the  annual  Assessors  meeting  in  Provincetown. 

The  Assessors  have  completed  the  project  of  binding  the  Valuation 
Lists  in  permanent  books  up  to  date. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee  and  all  officials  of  this  Town  for  their  fine  cooperation 
extended  to  us  during  1972.  We  also  wish  to  publicly  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  State  Bureaus  of  Local  Assessment  and  Taxation  for 
their  assistance  during  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Commission  held  regular  public  meetings  on  the  first  and  third 
Wednesday  evenings  of  each  month  during  1972. 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  the  recipient  of  a  Ford 
Foundation  grant  for  $2,375.00  of  which  only  $1,625.00  had  to  be 
met  with  matching  funds.  The  Conservation  Fund  established  at  the  last 
Annual  Town  Meeting  provided  the  Commission  with  those  funds.  The 
grant  enabled  the  Conservation  Commission  to  contract  with  the  Soil 
Conservation  Service  for  a  comphrehensive  soil  survey  of  the  entire 
Town.  This  work  will  begin  in  April  1973  and  will  provide  much 
needed  information  relevant  to  construction  and  building,  drainage,  and 
wetlands.  The  total  costs  and  assessments  for  the  project  are  as  follows:

In  other  work  the  Commission  established  a  Center  for 

Environmental  Information  to  be  located  in  the  Town  Library.  This 
center  will  provide  information  relating  to  a  wide  variety  of 
environmental  concerns.  Continuing  work  was  done  on  the  purchase  of 
the  B  &  M  rail  line  in  Merrimac  and  a  zoning  by-law  change  concerning 
gravel  pits  and  soil  removal.

The  annual  immunization  clinics  were  held  on  March  29th,  April 
26th  and  May  24th  for  pre-school  and  school  age  children.  The 
following  vaccines  were  administered:  Measles  -  23;  Mumps  -  71; 
Rubella  (German  Measles)  -  79;  DPT  -  17;  DP  -  86;  Polio  -  122;  and 
Smallpox  -  10. 

Smallpox  vaccinations  are  no  longer  required  for  school  admission 
effective  May  15,  1972,  accounting  for  the  small  number  in  that 
category.  Residents  are  urged  to  take  advantage  of  these  free  clinics  to 
immunize  their  children.  The  state  is  advising  measles  immunization  as 
80,000  children  in  Massachusetts  are  unprotected  against  this  childhood 
disease  which  has  serious  and  often  fatal  complications. 

A  state  requested  school  immunization  survey  was  conducted  in  May 
of  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  who  entered  either  public  or 
private  school  in  September  1971. 

The  rabies  clinic  was  held  on  June  14th  with  Dr.  Henry  B.  Lyons.  30 
dogs  and  6  cats  received  vaccine. 

Between  October  4th  and  December  13th,  five  clinics  were  held  for 
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town  employees  and  elderly  residents  desiring  flu  vaccine.  A  total  of  84 
doses  were  administered. 

Effective  November  1,  1972,  the  Town  of  Merrimac  withdrew  from 
the  Medicare  program  for  Home  Health  Agencies.  The  minimal 
reimbursable  services  rendered  to  Medicare  patients  did  not  warrant  the 
cost  of  the  town’s  continuance  in  the  program.

at  8:00  o’clock  in  the  evening  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and 
compensation  of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by 
Section  108  of  Chapter  41 ,  G.L.’s  as  amended:  Moderator,  Town  Clerk, 
three  Selectmen,  three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree 
Warden,  three  Commissioners  of  Municipal  Light,  three  Water 
Commissioners,  and  raise  and  appropriate  sums  of  money  therefore, 
and  to  determine  sums  of  money  to  be  raised  to  defray  the  necessary 
and  usual  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1972  and 
make  appropriations  for  same  said  sums  of  money  so  raised  and 
appropriated  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted.  (VOTED) 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town

To  see  if  the  Town  will  (a)  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  acquire  the  land  and  building  known  as  the  “Brox  Building” 
on  East  Main  Street  consisting  of  a  building  and  two  parcels  of  land 
described  in  a  deed  of  Merrill  Rosenberg,  Receiver  in  Bankruptcy,  to 
Brox  Development  Co.,  Inc.  recorded  in  Essex  South  District  Registry 
of  Deeds,  Book  5196,  Page  757,  said  land  and  building  to  be  used  for 
municipal  garage  and  office  purposes;  (b)  determine  whether  any 
appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise;  (c)  authorize

designed,  established,  constructed,  maintained  or  used  for  bathing 
or  swimming  purposes,  by  any  person,  the  members  of  his 
household  and  their  guests. 

(b) Fence  -  A  permanent  barrier  or  obstruction  not  less  than  3  feet 
nor  more  than  6  feet  in  height,  so  constructed  as  entirely  to 
enclose  the  area  on  which  the  swimming  pool  is  located  and  to 
bar  all  reasonable  and  normal  access  to  the  swimming  pool  except 
through  a  substantial,  self-closing  gate  or  gates  of  the  same  height 
as  the  fence,  equipped  with  facilities  for  locking  said  gate  or  gates 
when  the  pool  is  unattended  or  unguarded. 

(c) Person  -  Any  individual,  firm  or  corporation  having  an  interest  in 
the  lot  or  lots  on  which  the  swimming  pool  is  located,  as  owner, 
tenant,  occupant,  or  the  agent,  servant  or  employee  of  such 
owner,  tenant  or  occupant. 

2.  No  person  shall  construct,  maintain  or  use,  or  cause,  suffer  or 
permit  to  be  constructed,  maintained,  or  used,  a  swimming  pool  on 
any  lot  or  lots  in  the  town,  unless  there  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  a  fence  enclosing  the  area  on  which  the  swimming  pool  is 
located,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  so-called  above  the 
ground  pools  where  the  side  of  the  pool  or  other  barrier  surrounding 
the  pool  is  3  feet  or  more  in  height  no  fence  is  required  if  the  ladder 
or  other  means  of  access  can  be  removed  or  raised  when  the  pool  is 
unattended  or  unguarded. 

3.  Provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  apply  to  swimming  pools  now 
existing  and  to  swimming  pools  hereinafter  constructed,  provided, 
however,  that  as  to  swimming  pools  now  existing  and  not  enclosed 
by  a  fence,  there  is  hereby  established  a  period  of  60  days  from 
April  15,  1973  within  which  to  construct  such  fence. 

4.  The  gate  or  gates  in  the  fence  shall  be  kept  closed  at  all  times, 
except  when  being  used  for  ingress  or  egress,  and  shall  be  kept 
locked  at  all  times  when  the  swimming  pool  is  unattended  or 
unguarded.  In  the  case  of  above  ground  swimming  pools  so 
constructed  in  accordance  with  part  two  hereof  that  a  fence  is  not 
required,  the  ladder  or  other  means  of  access  shall  be  raised  a

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operating  costs  for  the  year  1973  and  a  portion  of  1974;  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  members  to  investigate 
the  feasibility  of  increasing  the  number  of  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  adopting  a  town  manager  form  of  government,  appointing 
an  executive  secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  or  otherwise 
changing  the  form  of  government  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac,  said 
committee  to  report  to  the  town  meeting  not  later  than  the  next  annual 
town  meeting;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  44.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven  (7)  members  to  be  known 
as  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a  department  of  public  works  in 
the  town;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  45.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  members  to  be 
known  as  the,  “Town  Beautification  Committee”  to  develop  plans  and 
make  recommendations  concerning  the  beautification  of  the  town  and 
to  engage  in  projects  to  beautify  the  town;  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  46.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
expended  by  the  Town  Beautification  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  roadside  gardens  throughout  the  town;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 

appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of  money  to  be 
expended  by  the  Town  Beautification  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  plans  to  beautify  Merrimac  Square  and  vicinity  and  to 
authorize  the  Town  Beautification  Committee  and  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  apply  for  and  receive  any  State,  Federal  or  other  assistance  which 
may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing,  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  48.  On  petition  of  William  P.  McCarron  and  others,  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  appropriating  money  for  Essex 
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County  Mosquito  Control;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  49.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  be  added  to  the  Conservation  Fund, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  G.L.’s,  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  (51);  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  50.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  purchase,  in  fee,  for  conservation 
purposes,  from  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
approximately  80  feet  wide  commencing  at  the  Massachusetts/New 
Hampshire  border  and  running  a  distance  of  approximately  2  miles  to 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Edgemont  Manufacturing  Company,  being 
shown  on  a  plan  entitled,  “Right  of  way  and  tract  map,  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  operated  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  scale  1”  — 
100’  June  30,  1914,  Office  of  Valuation  Engineer,  Boston, 

Massachusetts,  sheets  4,  5,  and  6;”  (b)  that  a  sum  of  money  be  raised 
and  appropriated  and  a  sum  of  money  be  transferred  from  the 
conservation  fund  to  defray  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said  purchase;  (c) 
that  the  conservation  commission  be  authorized  to  apply  for  and 
receive  any  State  or  Federal  assistance  which  may  be  necessary  or 
useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing;  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  51.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Merrimac 
Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  Section  XV,  referring  to  stripping  of 
Topsoil,  and  substituting  therefore  the  following: 

“SECTION  XV,  EARTH  REMOVAL” 

A.  The  Conservation  Commission  shall  serve  as  advisors  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  matters  pertaining  to  earth  removal.  Earth  is 
defined  as  being  soil,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  stone,  in  whole  or  in 
combination,  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  material. 

B.  No  person,  persons,  proprietorships,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
or  their  attorneys,  heirs  or  assigns  hereinafter  referrred  to  as 
person(s)  or  applicant(s)  shall  remove  material  from  land  not  in 
public  use  in  Merrimac  without  a  written  permit  issued  by  the 
Zoning  Appeals  Board,  hereinafter  called  the  Board,  after  a  public 
hearing.  If  such  permit  is  granted,  it  shall  be  non-transferable  and 
non-assignable. 
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This  zoning  law  shall  not  prohibit  the  removal  of  such  material  as 
may  be  excavated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of 
foundations  for  buildings  and  other  allowable  structures  for  which 
plans  showing  the  limits  of  subsurface  construction  and  excavation 
have  been  filed  and  building  permits  have  been  issued,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  ways,  utilities,  services  or  other  engineering 
works  in  accordance  with  lines  and  grades  shown  on  plans 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  Town  officials  and  Boards  having 
jurisdiction.  This  law  shall  not  apply  to  the  transference  of  material 
from  one  part  of  a  duly  registered  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land  if  the 
excavated  area  is  less  than  10,000  square  feet.  This  law  shall  apply 
to  the  removal  of  material  in  connection  with  the  future  issuance 
of  a  building  permit  or  where  any  amount  of  material  in  excess  of 
that  required  soley  for  foundations  and  utility  work,  as  defined  on 
duly  filed  plans,  will  be  removed  concurrent  with  construction  or 
at  a  later  date  from  the  Town. 

C.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a 
permit.  Before  the  public  hearing,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the 
Board  an  application  for  permit,  and  a  reproducible  plan  or  plans, 
drawn  on  linen,  such  application  and  plan(s)  including  at  least  the 
following  information  which  shall  be  a  matter  of  public  record  and 
be  available  at  the  public  hearing  for  such  permit: 

1.  The  legal  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  (owner)  of  the 
property  involved.  Corporations  or  partnerships  shall  file  with 
the  Board  a  list  of  their  officers  and  designate  their  authority 
to  sign  legal  documents. 

2.  All  boundaries  of  property  where  material  is  to  be  removed 
with  the  boundaries  of  removal  areas  shown  in  detail. 

3.  All  buildings  on  and  within  600  feet  of  said  property  including 
buildings  across  private  or  public  ways. 

4.  All  internal  roads  and  roads  within  100  feet  of  said  property 
with  their  elevations  and  established  grades. 

5.  All  waterways,  brooks,  swamps,  and  other  water  bodies  on  or 
within  100  feet  of  said  property  with  their  elevations, 
boundaries  and  presently  defined  courses. 
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6.  The  height  of  the  water  table  at  its  highest  springtime 
elevation. 

7.  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property  at  five  foot  intervals 
showing  existing  surface  elevations  and  proposed  elevations  for 
the  excavated  earth  prior  to  reloaming  at  the  completion  of 
operations. 

8.  Any  and  all  easements,  existing  and  proposed,  public  or 
private. 

9.  Any  and  all  established  bench  marks  on  or  within  100  feet  of 
said  property. 

10.  All  land  to  be  operated  on,  divided  into  square  grids  400  feet 
on  each  side  unless  the  property  involved  is  less  than  such  grid 
area  and  in  such  case,  the  grid  shall  constitute  the  lesser  area. 

11.  A  listing  of  routes  within  the  town  to  be  used  by  all  vehicles 
that  will  be  directly  involved  with  proposed  earth  removal 
operations. 

The  above  mentioned  plan  shall  be  drawn  by  a  registered  land 
surveyor,  licensed  to  practice  in  Massachusetts,  to  a  scale  of  1  inch 
equals  40  feet  for  areas  up  to  20  acres,  and  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals 
80  feet  for  larger  areas.  In  addition,  a  plan  shall  be  provided  which 
will  show  the  relationship  of  said  property  to  easily  identifiable 
landmarks.  The  Board  after  study  may  make  such  corrections  and 
revisions  in  conjunction  with  the  applicant  prior  to  the  public 
hearing  as  it  deems  advisable  in  the  public  interest.  Notice  of  the 
public  hearing  shall  be  given  to  abutters  as  they  appear  on  the  most 
recent  tax  list,  to  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation 
Commission,  and  to  such  other  persons  or  Town  Boards  as  the 
Board  shall  prescribe,  including  owners  of  property  within  600  feet 
of  property  of  the  applicant  including  those  located  across  public 
and  private  ways.  All  such  notices  shall  be  sent  via  certified  mail 
with  return  receipt  requested,  and  the  notice  shall  be  posted  and/or 
advertised  in  a  newspaper  with  general  circulation  in  Merrimac  in 
accordance  with  prescribed  laws.  At  the  hearing,  any  party  whether 
entitled  to  notice  thereof  or  not  may  appear  in  person.  The  Board 
shall  issue  appropriate  regulations  for  conducting  such  meetings. 
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The  Chairman  may  administer  oaths.  The  applicant  shall  pay  a  $25 
filing  fee  and  pay  such  expenses  for  consultants  or  other  services  as 
the  Board  may  require  in  connection  with  the  petition.  This  filing 
fee  to  be  used  in  defraying  costs  in  connection  with  the  permit  and 
its  subsequent  regulation,  of  which  $15  is  refundable  if  the  petition 
is  not  granted.  The  Board  may  require  the  assistance  of  any  other 
Town  Board,  officer  or  employee  in  carrying  out  its  functions 
under  this  By-Law  and  require  the  applicant  to  bear  the  costs 
involved.  In  issuing  the  permit,  the  Board  may  impose  various 
specifications  and  restrictions  as  later  set  forth,  for  the  adequate 
protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  Town.  Any  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the 
permit.  A  copy  of  the  permit  shall  be  sent  to  the  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  permit 
and  the  plans  shall  be  a  public  record. 

D.  The  Board  shall  consider  among  other  things  the  following:  method 
of  removal,  days  and  time  of  working,  type  of  machinery  to  be 
used,  limitation  of  area  for  excavation,  clearance  of  brush, 
elimination  of  dust,  soil  erosion,  watershed  areas,  water  table 
protection,  drainage,  placing  and  size  of  culverts,  contour  grading 
and  conditioning  of  the  land  after  operations  are  completed,  routes 
of  travel,  planting  of  area  to  suitable  cover,  disposition  of  top  soil 
and  re-establishing  of  ground  levels  and  grades. 

In  case  of  soil  or  loam  removal,  the  recommendations  of  the 
appropriate  Soil  District  Supervisor  and  the  County  Extention 
Director  or  Agent  and  their  successors  shall  be  considered  except 
where  the  removal  of  the  soil  or  loam  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
necessarily  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
a  road  or  other  facility  involving  a  permanent  change  in  the  use  of 
the  land. 

E.  In  approving  any  plan  for  the  removal  of  material,  the  Board  shall 
consider  a  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  whether 
the  land  is  suitable  for  the  removal  of  said  material;  and  whether 
the  operation  will  be  injurious,  noxious,  or  offensive  to  a 
neighborhood  for  the  reason  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration 
or  noise  or  other  cause.  The  Board  shall  consider  whether  steps 
shall  be  taken  so  as  not  to  hinder  or  endanger  traffic  on  public  or 
private  ways,  and  may  require  at  its  discretion  that  police  control 
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of  traffic  be  provided  by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  The 
applicant  shall  provide  the  Town  Counsel  a  certificate  of  insurance 
containing  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  with 
standard  municipal  ‘holdharmless’  agreement.  The  amount  of 
insurance  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  and  said  certificate 
after  approval  by  Town  Counsel  is  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Operations  shall  not  begin  until  said  insurance  is  approved. 

The  Board  shall  also  require  “security”  in  the  forms  of  a  proper 
non-cancellable  bond,  or  deposits  of  money  or  negotiable  securities 
on  a  scale  of  no  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  the  exact 
amount  to  be  set  by  the  Board.  If  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Board, 
such  “security”  will  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
approved  by  the  Town  Counsel  prior  to  the  applicant  commencing 
operations.  Said  “security”  shall  be  held  by  the  Town  until  all  of 
the  specifications  have  been  complied  with. 

Bond  issued  for  “security”  shall  specify  restrictions  and  regulations 
as  contained  in  the  permit. 

Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  free 
access  to  areas  of  operation  shall  be  granted  to  any  Board  member 
or  Conservation  Commission  member  during  normal  hours  of 
operation  after  a  reasonable  period  of  notification,  not  to  exceed  3 
days.  Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  following  minimum 
specifications  and  requirements  shall  be  imposed  and  be  affixed  to 
all  permits: 

1.  Trees,  which  are  to  be  removed,  shall  be  cleared  (not 
bulldozed). 

2.  All  cleared  trees,  brush  and  stumps  shall  be  chipped  or 
removed  from  the  site.  Wood  chips  may  be  place  on  finished 
grade. 

3.  All  loam  and  soil  must  be  bulldozed  into  piles  for  future 
spreading.  No  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  from  the  property 
unless  previously  provided  for  in  these  by-laws. 

4.  Material  other  than  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  relative  to 
contours  as  specified  by  the  Board  and  as  shown  on  the

original  plan  or  an  amended  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant 
and  approved  by  the  Board.  In  material  removal  areas,  ledge 
shall  not  be  left  exposed  above  the  approved  grade  and 
boulders  shall  be  removed  or  buried  at  least  such  that  their 
tops  are  six  feet  below  the  approved  grade.  In  the  event  that 
ledge  is  encountered  prior  to  reaching  the  approved  grade  a 
revision  of  the  approved  grade  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  within  30  days  and  no  work  affecting  the  proposed 
revision  shall  be  done  until  the  Board  gives  approval. 

5.  After  the  material  has  been  removed  from  the  grid  (400  ft.  x 
400  ft.)  and  before  proceeding  to  the  next  grid,  the  excavation 
shall  be  graded  to  the  approved  grade,  prior  to,  or  concurrent 
with  operations  on  the  next  grid,  all  loam  and  soil  shall  be 
respread  over  the  entire  excavation,  except  in  such  areas  as  are 
required  for  egress  in  subsequent  operations;  and  this  shall  be 
limited  to  30  foot  wide  roadways  and  100  foot  wide 
turn-arounds.  All  banks  prior  to  and  resulting  from  operations 
shall  be  graded  to  a  slope  no  steeper  than  two  feet  horizontal 
to  one  foot  vertical.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  finished 
grade  be  less  than  six  feet  above  the  highest  springtime  water 
table.  After  all  operations  are  completed,  areas  used  for  egress 
shall  be  brought  to  grade  and  finished  in  accordance  with 
regulations  pertaining  to  other  areas  as  specified  in  these 
by-laws. 

6.  All  timbers,  structures  and  the  like,  which  are  not  part  of  the 
finished  plan,  shall  be  removed  as  the  operation  is  terminated. 

7.  Rye  grass  shall  be  seeded  on  this  reloamed  area  at  a  minimum 
rate  of  200  pounds  per  acre.  Other  ground  covers  acceptable  to 
the  Board  may  be  substituted. 

8.  Upon  completion  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  each  400’  x 
400’  grid,  the  “security”  may  be  advanced  to  the  next  grid. 

9.  The  Board  shall  reserve  the  right  to  limit  the  days  and  hours  of 
operation  and  shall  require  anti-dust  treatment  in  those  areas 
that  in  the  Board’s  opinion  require  such  treatment. 

10.  Material  shall  not  be  excavated  at  any  time  to  a  level  that  will 
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produce  standing  water,  and  drainage  of  surface  water  shall  be 
maintained. 

11.  Backfilling  shall  be  accomplished  to  the  completed  grades 
specified  in  the  original  petition  and  shall  be  accomplished 
with  suitable  material  as  approved  by  the  Board.  Such 
backfilling  to  be  covered  by  a  minimum  of  six  inches  of  loam 
and  rehabilitated  in  a  manner  previously  prescribed. 

12.  As  minimum  requirement  said  permits  shall  require  that  the 
following  buffer  areas  be  left  in  their  natural  state  on  the 
applicant’s  property  during  the  life  of  the  permit: 

a.  300  feet  of  any  street  line 

b.  200  feet  of  any  other  boundary  line 

c.  600  feet  of  any  occupied  dwelling 

13.  At  the  applicant’s  expense,  the  Board  shall  require  that 
property  markers  be  set  to  determine  the  total  extent  of  the 
owner’s  property  to  be  involved  in  operations,  and  that  each 
grid  (400  feet  x  400  feet)  of  land  or  less  than  a  grid  in  the  case 
of  a  complete  parcel,  being  operated  shall  also  be  so  marked. 
Furthermore  the  level  of  water  table  as  previously  described 
herein  shall  be  referenced  to  suitable  bench  marks  on  said 
parcels  at  convenient  locations  and  in  such  a  manner  to  allow 
for  measurement  by  the  Conservation  Commission  or  other 
agencies  as  they  believe  are  necessary  to  insure  compliance 
with  the  by-laws. 

14.  All  provisions  of  the  Hatch  Act  and  the  Inland  Wetlands  Act 
shall  be  observed. 

The  Board  may  also  affix  any  additional  specifications  and 
restrictions  as  are  considered  necessary. 

F.  No  permit  or  renewal  of  permit  issued  hereafter  shall  be  valid  for 
more  than  one  year  from  its  date  of  issue.  Existing  permits  shall  be 
valid  until  their  dates  of  expiration.  Renewal  of  a  permit  shall  be 
applied  for  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  a  permit. 
Prior  to  the  renewal  of  a  permit,  to  which  mandatory  specifications 
and  restrictions  shall  be  affixed  and  additional  ones  may  be  affixed, 
the  Board  will  hold  a  public  hearing. 

Before  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  shall  require  The  Conservation 
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Commission  to  submit  in  writing  to  the  Board,  a  statement  of 
compliance  or  non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and 
specifications  as  set  forth  in  the  permit.  If  the  statement  reports 
non-compliance,  the  violations  shall  be  indicated. 

G.  When  the  statement  of  the  Conservation  Commission  indicates 
non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications  as  set  forth 
in  the  permit,  the  Board  shall  cause  a  certified  letter,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  be  written  to  the  applicant.  This  letter  shall  (a) 
indicate  the  violations,  (b)  advise  the  applicant  that  he  shall  have 
30  days  from  the  date  of  the  letter  to  comply  with  the  zoning  laws, 
and  (c)  advise  him  that  the  permit  will  not  be  renewed  unless  he 
complies  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications.  The  decision  of 
the  Board  on  renewal  of  the  permit  shall  be  postponed  until 
another  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  is  made 
regarding  compliance. 

In  the  event  that  the  Board  denied  the  renewal  of  the  permit  for 
reasons  of  non-compliance  the  Board  shall  within  one  day  advise 
the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen  of  their  decision  and 
recommend  the  forfeiture  of  bond,  deposits  of  money  or 
negotiable  securities  as  referrred  to  in  the  permit  issued  to  the 
applicant.” 

;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  hereby  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  thereof  in  three  (3)  public  places  in  said  town  of 
Merrimac,  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  said  time  of  meeting.

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1972.  For  a  report  on  the  educational  program  in  Grades  7-12, 
please  turn  to  the  report  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee. 

Undoubtedly  the  single  most  promising  new  event  for  the  education 
of  the  children  of  the  town  was  the  decision  of  the  town  to  enter  the 
Whittier  Regional  Vocational  School.  This  vote  will  go  a  long  way  to 
correct  the  imbalance  in  educational  opportunities  for  our  children 
between  the  academic  vs.  the  technical-vocational  aspects  of  this 
society.  This  imbalance  has  been  recognized  throughout  the  nation  and 
rapid  progress  in  correcting  this  situation  is  being  made.

The  foregoing  information  is,  of  course,  accounted  for  in  setting  the 
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local  tax  rate.  We  include  it  here  to  indicate  the  nature  of  education  as 
a  State  function  which  has  been  turned  over  to  the  towns  and  cities  to 
operate.  The  reimbursements  mentioned  above  represent  the 
Commonwealth’s  concern  for  equalizing  education,  however 
imperfectly  it  is  being  done.  The  Commonwealth  has  pre-empted 
certain  tax  resources  to  itself  but  recognizes  its  obligation  to  equalize 
educational  opportunities. 

We  hopefully  look  forward  to  additional  take-over  of  school  costs  by 
the  Commonwealth.  As  you  know  certain  court  decisions  are  pointing 
the  way  to  this  in  other  states  in  order  to  equalize  educational 
opportunities.  It  is  generally  agreed  that  real  estate  taxes  in  this  state 
carry  too  great  a  burden  as  it  regards  education. 

EDUCATIONAL  COSTS  AND  EDUCATIONAL  SERVICES 

As  we  all  know  costs  have  continued  to  rise  for  many  years.  The 
increase  has  reflected  inflationary  pressures,  increased  enrollments, 
additional  legislation  and  demands  for  additional  services.  Historically, 
the  community  has  provided  the  basic  educational  needs.  With  the 
passage  of  time  and  renewed  concern  for  the  education  of  all  children 
in  order  to  make  them  productive  citizens,  new  legislative  provisions 
were  enacted  to  meet  the  new  concerns.  Extended  educational  services 
are  now  mandated  by  law.  Some  of  the  newer  and  more  controvesial, 
also  expensive,  mandates  are:  the  transportation  and  tuition  (or 
providing  for  them  locally)  of  the  mentally  retarded  pre-school  child, 
transportation  and  tuition  of  individuals  in  rehabilitation  programs, 
transportation  and  tuition  (or  providing  locally)  for  the  emotionally 
disturbed,  the  visually  handicapped,  the  physically  handicapped. 

In  spite  of  the  concern  expressed  oftentimes  by  individuals  as  to  the 
validity  of  including  these  services  in  the  school  budget,  until  the  laws 
pertaining  to  these  services  are  repealed,  this  Committee  is  compelled  to 
include  them.  Critics  should  keep  in  mind  (1)  that  the  Schools  did  not 
ask  for  this  inclusion  and  (2)  that  the  legislature  placed  these  services 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  schools  because  no  other  public,  or 
private,  agency  could  provide  the  needed  services  as  reasonably  and 
efficiently. 

In  viewing  the  events  of  1972  this  Committee  restates  that  its 
decisions  are  based  on  the  will  of  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of 
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Merrimac  as  accurately  as  this  will  is  related  or  implied.  We  accept  the 
fact  that  differences  of  opinion  exist,  as  they  do  in  a  democracy.  We 
regret  that  we  can  not  always  convey  the  magnitude  of  the  problems  to 
each  citizen,  and  also  our  inability  to  solve  the  contradictory  positions 
on  all  local  issues  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  factions.

PENTUCKET  REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Annual  Report,  1972 

To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West 
Newbury: 

This  Committee  submits  this  report  on  its  management  of  your 
schools  during  fiscal  year  1972.  In  addition  to  the  narrative  portion  of 
the  report,  financial  and  other  aspects  of  the  school  follow  this  brief 
presentation.  Each  year  we  review  with  you  briefly  some  of  the 
significant  developments  in  education,  legislation  or  management.  We 
are  following  the  same  procedures  this  year. 

We  are  mindful  of  the  criticisms  both  locally  and  nationally  of 
schools  and  schooling.  We  are  not  insensitive  to  shortcomings,  nor  to 
the  financial  strains  on  the  taxpayer  of  today’s  educational  costs. 
Criticism  must  be  evaluated  to  reduce  or  eliminate  any  shortcomings. 
This  is  an  on-going  part  of  the  duty  entrusted  to  the  School  Committee. 
We  earnestly  strive  to  do  this.  We  believe  that  we  have  succeeded  in 
carrying  out  the  will  of  the  majority. 

Mindful  of  the  responsibility  that  you  have  placed  in  us,  that  of 
educating  your  children  in  uncertain  times  for  an  uncertain  future,  we 
wrestle  mentally  with  the  same  problems  that  you  do.  What  is  best  for 
our  children?  How  can  it  be  done  most  efficiently?  What  are  the 
consequences  of  failing  to  do  so?  And  many  other  questions.  Each  year 
a  significant  portion  of  the  Committee’s  time  is  devoted  to  these 
questions.  But  as  each  of  us  knows,  there  are  conflicting,  confusing, 
contradictory,  claims  by  proponents  and  opponents  of  every  position. 
There  is  much  exhortation  of  better  methods  and  materials  but  little  or 
no  proof.  Out  of  all  these  conflicting  claims  and  proposals  we  attempt 
to  glean  those  portions  best  suited  to  our  children  and  school. 

SCHOOL  EVALUATION 

To  maintain  accreditation  as  a  secondary  school  in  New  England 
every  school  must  conduct  a  self-evaluation  and  then  be  evaluated  by 
an  outside  team  of  educators  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  Pentucket  was 
evaluated  in  1962  and  received  a  ten-year  accreditation.  In  1972  the

outside  evaluating  team  recommended  and  the  NEASC  approved  a 
five-year  accreditation.  Although  no  specific  item  was  singled  out  for 
this  limited  period  of  accreditation,  the  following  major  items  were 
pointed  out  as  needing  attention.  1.  Developing  and  updating 
curriculum  guides  in  all  areas  of  instruction.  2.  Improvement  of  the 
athletic  facilities,  indoors  and  outdoors.  3.  Additional  spaces  for 
instruction  and  other  educational  concerns,  especially  the  following 
areas,  industrial  arts,  home  economics,  art,  school  lunch,  library  (media 
center),  and  teacher  work  areas.  4.  In  the  area  of  curriculum,  the 
visiting  committee  recommended  the  reexamination  of  class  periods, 
diversification  of  courses,  and  flexibility  in  subject  area  choices. 

PROGRESS  TOWARD  IMPROVEMENT 

Some  of  the  minor  recommendations  presented  by  the  visiting 
committee  have  already  been  put  into  effect.  Others  will  require  more 
time  and  may  take  several  years.  Immediate  concerns  can  be  corrected 
by  the  administration  but  the  more  lasting  and  important  items  will 
require  the  concerted  action  by  this  Committee  and  eventually  the 
approval  of  the  communities.  These  long-range  recommendations  will 
require  intensive  study.  This  Committee  has  taken  several  steps  toward 
the  long-range  objectives  by  forming  study  committees  on  various 
concerns.  We  are  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendations  at  this 
time.  Those  of  you  with  intimate  knowledge  of  the  building  facilities 
and  programs  will  recognize  that  many  of  the  above  visiting  committee 
recommendations  have  been  concerns  for  you  and  this  Committee  for 
some  time. 


TEACHER  CONTRACT  NEGOTIATIONS 

This  Committee  extensively  examined  the  ramifications  of  the 
negotiating  process  with  teachers  and  others  under  Chapter  149  of  the 
General  Laws  in  the  1971  report.  These  will  not  be  repeated  here  but 
can  be  referred  to  if  someone  wishes  to  pursue  this  area  of  concern. 
During  1972  the  negotiating  process  resulted  in  a  two-year  agreement 
which  is  effective  until  September,  1974.  However,  either  side  may 
re-open  the  negotiations  in  September,  1973,  pursuant  to  the  contract 
beginning  September  1,  1974. 

We  are  often  asked  why  we  use  a  professional  to  negotiate  the 
Master  Contract  with  teachers.  First  of  all  it  is  a  time-consuming 
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endeavor  which  requires  hours  of  preparation  before  one  gets  to  the 
bargaining  table  and  many  hours  at  the  bargaining  session.  But  beyond 
time  alone  the  purpose  of  the  process  is  to  reach  a  reasonable 
agreement,  financially  acceptable  yet  not  hamstringing  the  educational 
process,  to  reach  compromise  without  rancor,  to  eliminate  imprecise 
language  which  causes  later  problems.  Any  failure  can  be  expensive  and 
adversely  effect  the  educational  process.  The  Master  Contract  is  a 
contract,  a  document  enforceable  in  law,  and  as  such  must  be  carefully 
drawn. 

Using  a  professional  negotiator  does  not  impair  or  weaken  the  rights 
of  Committee  or  community  in  any  way.  The  tentative  and/or  final 
positions  of  the  Committee  are  clearly  defined  and  cannot  be  exceeded 
at  any  point.  During  negotiations  several  committee  members  are  in 
attendance  to  clarify  points  of  uncertainty  and  to  react  to  proposals 
previously  set  down  in  the  guidelines. 

LEGISLATION 

Special  Education.  Through  legislation,  see  Chapters  766  and  7 IB  of 
1972,  decisions  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  Rules  and 
Regulations  prepared  by  the  various  state  agencies  empowered  to  make 
them,  local  educational  agencies  have  had  to  grapple  with  many  areas  of 
pupil  disabilities  formerly  either  ignored  or  partly  provided  for.  The 
General  Court  has  decreed  that  the  public  schools  must  provide 
facilities  and  services  equalizing  the  educational  opportunities  and 
services  of  all  children.  At  the  same  time  actions  have  been  taken 
against  past  methods  of  labelling  these  children  and  stigmatizing  them. 

To  this  end  the  whole  procedure  for  handling  these  pupils  has  been 
revised  to  provide  a  flexible  and  uniform  system  of  special  education 
opportunities.  Evaluation  procedures  have  been  sharply  defined  and 
procedures  for  frequent  reevaluation  have  been  built  into  the  system. 
To  further  insure  adequacy  of  resources  and  services,  regionalization  of 
these  services  has  been  expedited,  and  review  panels  have  been 
legislated  to  monitor  these  services  and  provide  appeal  procedures. 

Obviously  these  programs  will  be  expensive.  Beginning  in  1974  the 
amount  of  reimbursement  will  be  determined  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
provide  full  support  of  these  programs  by  the  amount  these  costs 
exceed  the  average  per  pupil  expenditure  in  the  town  or  region  for  the 
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education  of  children  of  comparable  age. 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE 

Your  School  Committee  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
maintaining  your  investments  in  buildings  and  grounds  as  well  as  the 
education  of  your  children.  This  Committee  fully  realizes  the  costs 
involved  and  the  responsibilities  entrusted  to  it  in  this  regard.  A 
competent  and  conscientious  staff  keeps  the  premises  clean,  healthful 
and  safe.  With  the  passing  of  time  we  have  learned  to  take  prudent, 
preventive  measures  against  deterioration  and  abuse.  We  are  proud,  as 
you  are  when  you  visit  the  premises,  that  the  building  conditions 
provided  for  the  children  are  maintained  so  well. 

And  yet  we  have  been  troubled  over  the  past  few  years  over  the  fact 
that  the  newest  of  the  two  buildings,  the  junior  high  school,  had  a  roof 
whose  condition  allowed  numerous  leaks.  After  repeated  efforts  to  get 
all  parties  to  make  the  roof  waterproof,  and  failing  to  do  so  by  the 
usual  methods,  in  1970  the  matter  was  turned  over  to  legal  counsel.  At 
this  writing  we  are  glad  to  report  that  a  legal  settlement  has  been 
reached  and  that  this  Committee  will  take  measures  to  make  the 
necessary  repairs  with  the  money  received  in  the  legal  settlement. 

WHY  THESE  DECISIONS? 

From  time  to  time  each  of  us  is  asked  to  explain  the  reasons  for  the 
actions  of  this  Committee.  There  is  no  one  reason  except  sometimes  for 
a  single  action.  If  we  take  the  broadest  view  for  our  educational 
decisions  we  would  have  to  say  we  act  in  the  interest  of  the  pupils  as 
the  communities  want  us  to  act.  This  is  not  an  unlimited  freedom  to 
act,  however,  because  there  is  controlling  legislation,  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  various  state  agencies, 
legal  interpretations  by  the  courts,  accrediting  associations,  the 
availability  of  resources  and  other  factors. 

Within  this  framework  the  members  of  this  Committee  meet  to 
review,  study  and  act  on  proposals.  The  composition  of  this  Committee 
is  a  cross-section  of  the  regional  population  and  the  diversity  of  opinion 
ranges  from  one  extreme  on  a  continuum  to  the  other  on  most  issues. 
From  this  cross-section  of  opinion,  the  Committee  must  decide  what 
the  majority  wants  and  needs,  always  mindful  of  what  is  best  and 
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proper.  The  differences  of  opinion  are  not  always  reconciled,  no  more 
so  than  in  any  other  facet  of  our  society.  This  is  democracy. 

Without  singling  out  individuals  or  groups,  we  would  want  you  to 
know  that  we  appreciate  your  interest  in  the  school.  We  appreciate  the 
cooperation  which  you  have  given  to  make  1972  a  productive  year.

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PLEASE  HELP  MERRIMAC  BUY  A  RAILROAD  FOR  YOUR  CHILDREN’S  CHILDREN 


What  does  Merrimac  want  with  a  railroad? 

Actually,  the  potential  purchase  concerns  the  railroad  right-of-way, 
the  land  on  which  the  railroad  ran.  The  Boston  and  Maine  railroad 
has  abandoned  the  right-of-way.  Since  they  are  now  in  bankruptcy 
they  are  anxious  to  sellthe  land  as  soon  as  possible. 

Where  is  the  land? 

The  railroad  line  ran  from  just  North  of  the  square  of  Merrimac 
North  to  Newton,  New  Hampshire.  The  exact  location  is  shown  on  the 
map  on  the  other  side  of  this  sheet. 

O.K.  Why  would  Merrimac  want  this  right-of-way? 

The  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission  strongly  believes  that  the  town 
should  purchase  this  land  for  conservation  and  recreation.  The  right- 
of-way  could  form  the  basis  of  an  excellent  trail  system.  Hopefully, 
it  could  connect  the  Stevens  pond  area  (which  is  a  future  conservation 
project)  with  the  Town  Forest  and  with  Newton,  New  Hampshire.  Please 
refer  to  the  map  on  the  reverse  side.  This  right-of-way  is  now  used 
for  recreation  use  by  hikers,  hunters,  horseback  riders,  snowmobilers , 
skiers,  and  others. 

If  it  is  used  now,  why  should  we  bother  to  buy  it? 

The  Boston  and  Maine  is  eager  to  sell  the  land.  They  are  now  in 
receivership  and  must  convert  their  assets  to  cash  to  pay  off  their 
creditors. 

Yes,  but  who  else  would  want  to  buy  it?  The  land  cannot  have  much  value. 

On  the  contrary,  the  land  could  have  great  value  if  it  were  converted 
into  a  road.  This  land  runs  right  through  the  middle  of  town,  it 
forms  a  backbone.  A  road  on  the  right-of-way  would  open  up  to  development 
c£  a  huge  section  of  land.  * 

Is  this  a  real  possibility? 

We  know  that  at  least  two  developers  have  written  to  the  Boston  and  Maine 
expressing  interest  in  buying  the  right-of-way.  We  can  expect  opposition 
from  them. 

With  all  the  other  things  we  must  spend  for  this  year,  can’t  we  put 
this  off  until  next  year? 


This  is  the  only  opportunity  we  have  to  buy  this  land.  The  Boston  and 
Maine  agreed  that  they  would  not  request  bids  on  this  land  until  after 
the  town  meeting  this  year.  If  we  do  not  agree  to  buy  it  now  the 
right-of-way  will  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.
